Teachers in the Placentia Unified 
School District presented their 
proposed contract to district trustees 
Monday asking for almost 14 per 
cent totaling approximately $2.3 
million in salary increases. 

Other articles of the 124-page 
proposal prepared by the Placentia 
Unified Education Association, 
which has petitioned to become the 
exclusive representative for all 
district teachers during collective 
bargaining negotiations, include 
additional days of paid leave and a

Marilyn of the smiling eyes and 
lilting voice is dead. 

We had her to hold and cherish for 
23 years. Not nearly long enough for 
her father and me. 

She died in a valiant struggle to 
survive against insurmountable 
odds but with her own particularly 
unique brand of courage. She laid 
between life and death for two weeks 
in the intensive care unit at St. Jude 
Hospital before God claimed her. 

It was a tough battle for all of us to 
lose. The doctors and nurses who 
spent endless unselfish hours in 
hopefully aiding her recovery. The 
excellent care, medical expertise 
that gave her two more weeks of life. 
The total commitment by everyone. 

But it was not enough. 

Marilyn, our only child, had 
developed epilepsy when she was 10 
and beginning to enter young 
womanhood. It soon became grand 
mal epilepsy, which carries with it 
unexpected convulsions. It was one 
of these uninvited contortions of her 
body that began the problems that 
killed her. 

Marilyn’s handicap affected her 
body but not her mind or spirit. She 
was keenly intelligent and poss- 
essed of ebullient comic wit. She was 
one of the few people I have ever 
known who cauld consisteritly coin 
witty sayings and comic jokes. 

Her interests were many when her 
body would permit her to indulge in 
them. She loved to write. 

What happened to her two weeks 
ago was not anticipated. She had 
lived through many such catas- 
trophies and never complained 
once. 

Marilyn had fashioned her life to 
never do an unkindness to anyone. 
She is one of the few persons I have 
ever known to accomplish such a 
feat. She was unalterably kind. 

What Marilyn might have 
accomplished in a normal life span, 
we'll not know now. There were 
many things she wanted to do before 
she died. This makes the suffering 
harder to bear. 

One thing she delighted in doing 
was providing headlines for Courier 
stories that particularly struck her 
fancy. She was still writing them in 
wobbly script on a little notepad in 
her intensive care room, keeping up 
her spirits and keeping her mind 
occupied. 

The last one she wrote, for a 
church story was ‘‘The Lord Giveth 
and The Lord Taketh Away.”’ It may 
have been a premonition. 

It is the most difficult headline we 
have ever had to put down on paper. 

We loved her so very much.

full dental and orthodonture plan for 
teachers and employees, in addition 
to current health benefits. 

The package was presented to 
trustees by Barbara Steinberger, 
president of the PUEA on behalf of 
the negotiating team under the new 
educational collective bargaining 
law which goes into effect this year. 

Even though the law does not 
become fully effective until July 1, 
teacher and management teams 
have agreed to begin negotiations in 
an effort to conclude a contract 


before the 1976-77 budget is 
adopted in August. 


The proposed salary increase 
would raise beginni teachers 
salaries from $9,214 to $10,502. The 
top of the schedule would go from 
$20,305 for teachers with 24 years of 
experience to $23,147 for those with 
18 years of experience, according to 
Eugene Dorn, chief negotiator for 
the district. 


The proposal from teachers also 


Spells out how many hours teachers 
should spend each week on their 
jobs at the school site, with a 
seven-hour maximum per day, 
including preparation time. 


In addition, the proposal asks for 
the district to approve an agency 
shop concept, in which all teachers 
must join PUEA, which is an affiliate 
of the California Teachers Associa- 
tion (CTA), or pay a service fee to the 
association or to a_ charitable 
organization in the amount of dues 


and assessments. 


Teachers also wrote into their 
proposal assurances for personal 
and academic freedom in perform- 
ing their teaching duties. 


Any citizen or parent complaint 
about a teacher shall be reported 
immediately to the teacher with a 
parent conference resulting, if so 
elected by the teacher or 
complainant, at which an association 
representative may be present.

Registration Opens For Kindergarten 


Kindergarten registration will be 
held in the Placentia Unified School 
District during May. 

Special days have been designat- 
ed at most schools so that parents 
can meet principals and kindergar- 
ten teachers and attend orientation 
sessions explaining how to prepare 
children for kindergarten exper- 
iences, explained Dr. Marvin 
Stewart, acting assistant superin- 
tendent of instructional services. 

Parents may enroll their children 
any time after the designated days 
before the opening of school next 
September, he added. When 
registration is made, parents must 
include emergency telephone num- 
bers where someone can be reached 
while children are in school. 

To be eligible for enrollment in 
Placentia district kindergartens, a 
child must be 5 years old on or before 
December 2; must have a birth 
certificate or other legal documenta- 
tion of age to present at registration 
time; and must provide proof of 
immunization for polio, rubeola, 
tetanus, diptheria and whooping 
cough. 

Parents are requested to bring 
their children’s complete immuniza- 
tion record for verification and to fill 
out an immunization history form 
requested by the state in a survey to 


find out how many children in the 
community carry complete immuni- 
zation, explained Margaret William- 
son, the district’s head nurse. 

Free immunizations are given by 
the Orange County Health Depart- 
ment at the Whitten Center, 900 S. 
Melrose Ave., Placentia, from 8-11 
a.m. and 1-4 p.m. the third 
Thursday of each month. 

Other free immunization centers 
in the area include the County 
Health Department’s Anaheim 
office, 1011 E. East St., from 8-11 
a.m. Fridays and 1-4 p.m. Mondays; 
and First Baptist Church of 
Fullerton, 210 E. Wilshire Ave., 
from 1-4 p.m. the first and third 
Thursdays. 

Several schools will give readi- 
ness tests to pre-kindergartners to 
determine the level of instruction 
needed for each child, Dr. Stewart 
noted.

City To Issue 
State Bike Licenses 


In an effort to combat the 
increasing problems of bicycle 
thefts, the state has mandated a 
statewide licensing program. The 
City of Placentia is now issuing these 
state licenses. 

The biggest advantage of the 
statewide system is the identifica- 
tion of stolen property, so it can be 
returned to the rightful owners. The 
registration records are kept in the 
computer system of the Department 
of Motor Vehicles. 

The new law requires all bicycles 
operated on Placentia streets to be 
licensed, at a cost of $3 for three 
years. Licenses issued now will be in 
effect until the end of 1978. The 
police department may impound 
bicycles not so licensed.

In his new job, Johannsen will 
work with schools throughout the 
state in) implementation of the 
Master Plan for Special Education. 
He ats6 will coordinate special 
e@iecation projects with the office 
responsible for allocating and 
monitoring federally funded pro- 
grams. 

During his four years with the 
Placentia schools, Johannsen and 
his staff developed and implement- 
ed programs for the aphasic, 
multihandicapped, visually handi- 
capped, hard of hearing and student 
mothers. 

A new program in adaptive 
physical education also was 
instituted at all levels for chitdren 
with handicaps which prevented 
participation in regular activities. 

He and his staff developed district 
plans to implement the Master Plan 
for Special Education and received 
$33,000 planning gfant this year. 

In addition, the  district’s 
educationally handicapped program 
was expanded to include fulltime 
learning disability programs at 
every school, and a_ special 
experimental program was funded 
at nine elementary schools to 
operate specific concepts of the 
Master Plan. 

He also was instrumental in 
obtaining approval and funding for a 
new school for orthopedically 
handicapped children, the John O. 
Tynes Elementary School, which is 
scheduled to open in 1977.

ChildMolesterNabbed 


A S-year-old Yorba Linda girl was 
kidnapped and sexually molested 
last Wednesday, but--thanks to the 
intervention of two neighbors--es- 
caped serious injury. 

Her attacker was arrested that 
night at his Glendora home, again as 
a result of the neighbors’ action. 

Brea police said that the child 
entered a car driven by her abductor 
about S:45 p.m. near the 
intersection of Rose Drive and 
Valencia. According to the child, the 
-man then drove her to an orange 
grove where he sexually abused her. 

About an hour later, police 
continued, a neighbor of the girl, 
driving in Brea, noticed the child 
riding in her kidnapper’s car. 


Suspicious, he began to follow. 

The kidnapper, noticing his 
pursuer, fled at a high rate of speed, 
police said, with the neighbor right 
behind.

Early Education Applauded 


The Early Childhood Education 
program in the Placentia Unified 
School District has been ranked 
third among the 823 districts 
participating throughout the state, 
according to initial information 
received this week by district 
officials.

If the state funds the program at 
the level proposed by the Governor, 
Placentia schools will be eligible for 
almost $700,000 to start new 
programs and continue existing 
ones, explained Jo Ellen Crawford, 
director of evaluation and research. 

Schools currently in ECE which 
earned high marks for written plans, 
implementation of their plans, 
student progress and on-site 
evaluations by state consultants are 
Rio Vista, Ruby Drive, Morse and 
Glenview elementary schools. 

Schools which are eligible to apply 
for funding next year are Van Buren, 
Glenknoll, Fairmont, Wagner and 
Sierra Vista.

For Seniors 


An agreement between 
the Orange County Transit 
District and the county 
board of supervisors to 
allow senior citizens, age 65 
and older, to ride the 
fixed-route bus system free 
has been extended six 
months to Oct. 31, OCTD 
officials have announced. 

The special subsidy was 
initiated by County Supervi- 
sor Robert Battin, who also 
serves on the transit district 
board. County general 
revenue sharing funds are 
used to underwrite the 
10-cent fares charged to 
senior citizens. 

Senior citizens also may 
receive a credit against the 
fare charged for higher 
level bus service, such as 
the district’s Park-N-Ride 
and Dial-A-Ride. 

The program also allows 
senior citizens to transfer to 
neighboring systems such 
as the Southern California 
Rapid Transit District and 
the Long Beach transporta- 
tion network. 

Although there are no 
passes or _ identification 
required for this service, 
OCTD officials reported 
that youthful-appearing 
senior citizens might be 
required to show proof of 
age to their coach opera- 
tors.
